The  Long  Road  to  Justice 

A  Case  Chronology 


MAY  1,  1985  —  Boston  Police  Vice  Squad 
Detective  Francis  G.  Kelly  Jr.  arrests  immi¬ 
grant  Long  Quang  Huang  outside  31  Kneeland 
St.  in  Chinatown.  Huang  is  charged  with 
soliciting  sex  eor  a  fee  and  assault  and  battery 
on  a  police  officer,  but  witnesses  tell  the  press 
Kelly  punched  Huang  several  times  in  the  face 
and  head.  Huang  is  treated  at  New  England 
Medical  Center  and  released. 

MAY  2  —  Huang,  too  badly  injured  to  go 
through  arraignment  at  Boston  Municipal 
Court,  is  sent  home  and  treated  at  South  Cove 
Community  Health  Center.  Attorney  Virginia 
Lee  offers  free  legal  service. 

MAY  3  —  Boston  Police  Commissioner 
Francis  M.  Roache  meets  with  Asian  American 
community  leaders  and  promises  "a  fair, 
thorough  and  objective  investigation.  "  Martin 
Walsh  of  the  U.S.  Justice  Department  says  he 
has  already  begun  looking  into  the  case.  Lee 
says  she  may  file  assault  and  civil  rights 
complaints  against  Kelly. 

MAY  6  —  Fund  for  Huang  is  established  at 
first  community  meeting;  Boston  Mayor 
Raymond  L.  Flynn  attends.  Community  mem¬ 
bers  decide  to  form  a  Committee  to  Support 
Long  Quang  Huang.  Earlier,  Huang  is  visited 
and  taken  by  Flynn  to  New  England  Medical 
Center  for  treatment. 

MAY  7  —  Attorney  ChristoperJ.  Muse  of  the 
Boston  Police  Detectives  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion  says  Kelly  "is  being  kicked  around. " 
Association  president  Daniel  Mahoney  de¬ 
clares  support  for  Kelly.  Special  Agent  John  J. 
Cloherty  says  FBI  has  "initiated  an  inquiry” 
into  the  incident. 

MAY  9  —  Former  mayoral  candidate  Mel 
King,  among  others,  joins  over  300  Asian 
Americans  at  Josiah  Quincy  School  for  second 
meeting.  Eight  demands  for  Flynn  and  Roache, 
including  one  calling  for  charges  against  Huang 
be  dropped,  are  outlined. 

MAY  10  —  Muse  says  three  witnesses  are 
ready  to  testify  on  behalf  of  Kelly.  Boston  Police 
spokesmen  again  refuse  comment. 

MAY  1 1  —  Kelly  is  assigned  to  administra¬ 
tive  duties. 

MAY  1 3  —  The  eight  demands  are  read  to  the 
press.  Huang  issues  statement  thanking  the 
Committee,  the  community,  the  mayor  and  the 
press. 

MAY  15  —  Huang  is  given  a  "status 
continuance ”  to  June  19  at  his  arraignment; 
Robert  P.  Sherman,  an  attorney  with  the 
Lawyers'  Committee  on  Civil  Rights,  and 
Margaret  Woo  join  Lee  on  the  defense's 
bench.  Prostitute  Audrey  Manns,  escorted  by 
six  police  detectives,  pleads  guilty  to  soliciting 
Huang  and  is  sentenced. 

MAY  16  —  Roache  asks  for  patience,  and 
says  the  police  escort  provided  Manns  "now 
becomes  part  of  the  general  investigation. " 

MAY  18  —  Roache  says  he  will  convene 
internal  hearings  in  early  June  to  consider 
charges  that  Kelly  violated  three  departmental 
rules— i.e.,  misconduct,  use  of  excessive  force, 
and  falsifying  official  reports. 

MAY  23  —  A  Support  Committee  planning 
meeting  draws  75 supporters,  including  at  least 
a  dozen  representatives  of  groups  outside  the 
Asian  American  community. 

JUNE  3  —  Flynn  and  police  representatives 
speak  at  a  community  meeting  in  Josiah  Quincy 
School  auditorium.  Five  thousand  petitions  on 
the  eight  demands  are  presented  to  Flynn,  who 
is  criticized  when  he  leaves  the  meeting  early. 


Committee  plans  demonstration  march  on  June 
18. 

JUNE  5  —  Roache  sends  letter  to  Committee 
Co-Chairs  David  Wong  and  Suzanne  Lee, 
responding  to  the  eight  demands. 

JUNE  18  —  Two  hundred  demonstrators  tie 
up  traffic  on  Washington  Street  during  rush 
hour,  marching  from  the  Chinatown  gateway  to 
a  rally  at  City  Hall. 

JUNE  19  —  Huang's  trial  is  scheduled  for 
Aug.  20. 

JUNE  20  —  Kelly's  attorneys  ask  for  a 
postponement  of  Kelly's  police  hearings  after 
chief  attorney  Thomas  C.  Troy  is  admitted  to 
the  hospital. 

JULY  8  —  Kelly,  in  a  television  interview, 
says  he  is  "absolutely  innocent. "  Lee  says 
Huang  will  not  testify  in  hearings;  Troy  says  he 
will  try  to  squelch  charges  against  Kelly  if 
Huang  does’  not  testify. 

JULY  9  —  Police  hearings  begin;  Troy  makes 
unsuccessful  attempts  to  dismiss  or  postpone 
the  hearings  and  gets  into  heated  arguments 
with  police  prosecutor  Michael  D.  Powers. 
Detectives  show  up  wearing  "Kelly"  name 
tags. 

JULY  10  —  Kelly  says  he  was  punched  first 
before  hitting  back  with  one  "jab. " 

JULY  11  —  Troy  and  Powers  get  into  a 
shoving  match  after  hearing  officer  John  A. 
Gifford  cautions  Troy  on  ", December  7" 
remark.  Kelly's  attorneys  say  they  will  seek  an 
injunction  against  Gifford;  the  hearing  is 
suspended. 

JULY  16  —  In  sixth  day  of  police  hearings, 
Powers,  in  his  effort  to  discredit  the  prostitute, 
enters  as  evidence  a  statement  by  Manns  that 
she  was  offered  a  $5, 000  to  $10, 000  bride  not  to 
testify  against  Huang. 

JULY  17  —  Hearing  is  postponed  to  Aug.  5 
after  Troy  suffers  a  heart  seizure  during  a 
morning  recess. 

AUG.  5  —  Hearing  is  postponed  —  for  the 
third  time— to  Aug.  28  because  Troy  is  involved 
in  another  case. 

AUG.  6  —  Committee  holds  press  conference 
in  front  of  police  headquarters  to  condemn  the 
latest  postponement. 

AUG.  20  —  Huang's  criminal  trial  begins; 
Kelly  and  Manns  testify  against  the  defendant. 

AUG.  21  —  Assistant  District  Attorney 
Gerald  Shea  rests  the  prosecution 's  case  after 
calling  seven  other  witnesses— including  one 
who  testifies  that  Kelly  may  have  arrested  the 
wrong  man.  The  defense  cites  this  testimony  as 
part  of  a  defense  motion  for  a  directed  verdict  of 
not  guilty.  Judy  George  A.  O'Toole  rejects  the 
motion,  and  orders  the  trial  to  continue.  The 
defense  calls  two  witnesses. 

AUG.  22  —  The  defense  team  rests  its  case 
after  calling  seven  other  witnesses,  including 
Bao  Tang,  Huang's  wife.  Huang  himself  does 
not  testify.  One  witness  testifies  that  he  saw 
Manns  walking  by  with  a  man  who  looked 
Hispanic,  and  that  Manns  told  Kelly  about 
Huang,  "He's  not  the  man.  /  wasn 't  with  him. 
He  was  just  walking  down  the  sidewalk.  /  swear 
to  God,  Kelly. " 

AUG.  23  —  Judge  O'Toole  finds  Huang  NOT 
GU/L  TY  on  both  charges.  Kelly  is  immediately 
suspended  with  pay  by  Roache.  In  the  evening, 
Flynn  meets  with  community  leaders  at  City 
Hall.  Troy  announces  that  Huang  and  Flynn  are 
subpoenaed  for  Kelly's  police  hearings,  which 
resume  Aug.  28  at  police  headquarters.

Judge  acquits  Huang 

Huang  thanks  Mayor  Flynn 
his  supporters  meets  leaders 


Friday,  Aug.  23,  1985  —  At 
eleven  o’clock  this  morning, 
Long  Quang  Huang  walked  out 
of  a  Boston  Municipal  Court¬ 
room  with  his  wife,  Bao  Tang,  to 
a  waiting  throng  of  reporters  and 
jubilant  supporters. 

He  wept.  He  was  a  free  man  at 
last,  acquitted  of  criminal 
charges  that  had  hung  over  him 
for  115  days  and  which  had 
raised  to  new  heights  the  ire  of 
the  Asian  American  community 
against  the  City  of  Boston  and  its 
police  department. 

When  he  had  composed  him¬ 
self,  the  56-year-old  immigrant 
told  the  crowd,  in  Toisanese,  “I 
am  very  happy  that  the  judge 
upheld  justice  and  found  me  not 
guilty.  I  have  been  wrongly 
accused  all  along,  but  I  am  very 
happy  about  the  verdict.” 

Huang’s  was  a  classic  case  of 
how  civilians  and  an  entire 
community  had  to  come  together 
to  rally  against  what  was  — now 
that  the  judicial  process  has 
declared  it  so  —  a  grave  injustice. 

He  had  been  wrongly  ac¬ 
cused,  Judge  George  A.  O’Toole 
Jr.  ruled. 

But  it  took  arduous  efforts  by 
community  leaders  to  bring 
justice  to  light,  to  prompt  a 
police  departmental  hearing, 
which  resumes  Aug.  28,  into 
arresting  officer  Detective 
Francis  G.  Kelly  Jr.’s  conduct. 

It  took  three  lawyers,  who 
donated  their  time  and  exper¬ 
tise,  to  sweat  out  a  rare  win 
against  the  word  of  a  lawman 
who  had  booked  Huang  for 
solicitation  and  assault  and 
battery  on  a  police  officer. 

And  it  took  conscientious 
civilians,  who  came  forward 
voluntarily  to  testify  on  Huang’s 
behalf,  to  finally  set  him  free. 
One  of  the  witnesses  to  the  May 
1  incident,  though  she  herself 
Continued  on  page  3

Just  a  few  hours  after  Long 
Quang  Huang’s  acquittal  last 
Friday,  Boston  Mayor  Raymond 
L.  Flynn  met  with  about  a  dozen 
representatives  from  the  Asian 
American  community  and  pro¬ 
mised  to  help  to  build  a  better 
bridge  between  the  community 
and  the  Boston  Police  Depart¬ 
ment. 

The  issue  of  establishing  a 
civilian  board  to  review  police 
action  and  accountability  in  the 
city  was  also  discussed  at  the 
hour-long  meeting  in  Flynn’s 
office;  the  mayor,  however, 
tactfully  evaded  questions  about 
his  plans  by  saying  he  would 
neither  support  nor  oppose  the 
concept. 

Several  of  the  representatives 
again  demanded  that  Flynn  take 
immediate  steps  to  eliminate  the 
Combat  Zone.  The  Zone’s  pros¬ 
titution  problem,  the  mayor  was 
told,  has  now  spilled  into  China¬ 
town,  eliciting  fears  that  the 
police  may  have  allowed  the 
encroachments  to  occur  as  a 
retaliation  against  the  commu¬ 
nity’s  furor  over  the  Huang 
incident. 

Flynn  said  there  are  now 
more  officers  than  ever  who  are 
assigned  to  police  illicit  activi¬ 
ties  in  the  Zone  and  Chinatown 
areas.  Citing  police  statistics 
that  show  increases  in  the 
number  of  solicitation  and  dis¬ 
orderly  conduct  arrests  made  in 
the  last  two  or  three  years,  the 
mayor  declared,  ‘‘I  don’t  know 
who’s  done  more  than  this 
administration  with  regard  to 
the  prostitution  problem.” 

The  representatives,  how¬ 
ever,  were  not  easily  convinced. 
South  End  resident  Michael  Liu 
told  the  mayor,  “Chinatown 
carries  the  whole  burden  of  the 
City.” 

Suzanne  Lee  said,  “You  can’t

go  into  Chinatown  without  see¬ 
ing  that  (solicitation)  going  on  — 
at  three  in  the  afternoon.” 

“The  ‘increased’  number  of 
police  officers  would  help,”  said 
Shirley  Mark  Yuen.  “But  you’ve 
also  got  to  see  what  they  do.” 

“They  (prostitutes)  are  all 
over  the  place,”  quipped  David 
Wong.  “People  feel  the  police 
are  allowing  this  to  happen 
because  of  the  Kelly  case.” 

As  if  to  flinch  from  the  last 
remark,  Flynn  retorted,  “No, 
that’s  not  true....” 

Though  he  insisted  repeatedly 
that  he  had  never  supported  the 
existence  of  an  adult  entertain¬ 
ment  zone  in  Boston,  the  mayor 
again  could  not  outline  any 
particular  solution  to  what  is 
now  an  unacceptable  dilemma 
for  both  the  City  and  the 
Chinatown  community.  “I  don’t 
have  the  right  to  ban  porno¬ 
graphy  in  Boston,”  he  said. 

The  mayor  said  the  Combat 
Zone  problem  should  be  “the 
first  order  of  business”  on  his 
newly  formed  neighborhood 
council.  The  council,  he  said, 
should  with  the  help  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authori¬ 
ty  ‘  ‘work  at  all  ways  to  minimize 
or  eliminate  the  activity  in  the 
area,”  including  the  exploring 
of  ways  to  “re-zone”  the  adult 
entertainment  district. 

He  was  asked  if  he  would 
support  community  efforts  in  the 
Zone,  such  as  the  staging  of 
demonstrations  against  activiti- 
ties  that  hover  among  the  sex 
shops. 

“Yes,”  the  mayor  said,  ear¬ 
nestly,  “even  if  it’s  directed  at 
me.” 

Flynn  told  the  group  he  had 
followed  the  Huang  case  “very, 
very  closely,”  and  that  he  had 
met  with  Police  Commissioner 
Francis  M.  Roache  immediately 
after  Huang’s  acquittal  to  lend 
support  for  Roache ’s  suspension 
of  Det.  Frank  Kelly.  The  sus¬ 
pension,  with  pay,  the  mayor 
said,  “is  the  very  best  decision, 
under  the  circumstances.” 

Attempting  to  explain  why  the 
City  had  not  taken  actions  early 
on  in  the  case  on  behalf  of 
Huang,  and  against  Kelly,  he 
cited  dispositions  of  precedent 
cases  and  said,  ‘  ‘The  City  had  no 
standing  to  drop  the  charges 
.brought  against  a  resident  of 
Boston.” 

The  mayor  assured  the  group

‘Dragon’  boycott  urged 

By  Asian  American  Resource  Workshop 

The  Asian  American  community  is  out¬ 
raged  at  the  portrayal  of  Asian  Americans, 
women,  and  Blacks  in  Michael  Cimino’s 
latest  feature  film,  Year  Of  The  Dragon.  We 
urge  everyone  to  boycott  the  film.  If  we  are 
to  believe  Cimino,  Asians  are  the  root  of  all 
evil.  He  goes  so  far  as  to  state  in  the  film  that 
the  Chinese  originated  the  Mafia  a  thousand 
years  ago,  and  are  a  large  part  of  the  drug 
traffic  in  the  United  States.  The  movie 
develops  this  theme  through  racial  stereo¬ 
types,  trivializing  Asian  American  history, 
and  distorting  images  of  the  Chinese 
American  community. 

Year  Of  The  Dragon  can  be  used  as  a 
catalog  of  negative  Asian  stereotypes. 
Cimino  brings  out  every  Asian  stereotype 
conceived.  The  film  depicts  Asians  as 
sadistic  villains,  cult  loyalists  ready  to  kill  on 
order,  obsessed  with  saving  “face,”  con¬ 
cerned  only  with  work,  gambling  and 
business,  even  going  as  far  as  showing 
Asians  as  bad  drivers. 

Particularly  demeaning  is  the  characteri¬ 
zation  of  Asian  women  by  the  female  lead, 
Tracy  Tsu,  played  by  Ariane.  She  plays  a 


Connie  Chung-type,  a  successful  Asian 
American  TV  reporter  who  prefers  Italian 
food  and  white  men.  The  hero  of  the  film, 
Stanley  White,  calls  Tracy  a  whore  and  tells 
her  she  symbolizes  everything  he  hates,  and 
then  forces  himself  on  her.  Despite  all  this 
she  ends  up  falling  in  love  with  him  — 
implying  that  his  racist  and  sexist  acts  are 
acceptable.  She  is  reduced  to  an  exotic/erot¬ 
ic  sex  object  for  the  leading  man.  This  is 
merely  pornography  which  exploits  and 
degrades  Asian  women. 

New  York  Chinatown,  in  this  movie,  is  the 
fantasy  of  Michael  Cimino.  He  portrays  it  as 
an  exotic,  mysterious,  violent  place  where 
every  public  gathering  erupts  into  mayhem. 
Cimino  takes  a  little  bit  of  reality  and 
extends  it  into  a  sinister  fantasy.  His 
Chinatown  is  filled  with  dark  stairways  that 
lead  up  and  around  to  hideouts  for  hitmen 
and  gambling  dens  crowded  with  Chinese 
men.  For  Stanley  White,  a  Vietnam  veteran 
turned  police  officer,  Chinatown  easily 
translates  into  Vietnam,  where  a  dragon 
dance  parade  is  like  a  Viet  Cong  skirmish 
(“They  come  at  you  from  all  sides.”).  He 
says  that  Chinatown  is  simply  Vietnam  all 
over  again,  the  only  difference  being  that  in 
Vietnam  the  enemy  hid  in  the  jungle  but  in 
Chinatown  they  are  right  in  front  of  him. 
And  this  time,  his  superiors  are  not  going  to 
get  in  the  way  of  the  “soldiers’  ’  on  the  front 
line  —  Stanley  White  is  going  to  win  this  war. 
Stanley  White  is  a  slightly  more  sophisti¬ 


cated  Rambo. 

Recent  big  budget  movies  like  Year  Of 
The  Dragon  and  Rambo  feed  into  the  current 
trend  of  anti- Asian  violence.  Their  generali¬ 
zation  of  Asians  as  the  “enemy”  justifies 
this  violence.  Recent  examples  include  the 
local  murders  of  Anh  Mai  in  Boston  and  Bun 
Vong  in  Medford,  the  torching  of  a 
Cambodian  house  in  Revere,  the  day-to-day 
harassment  faced  by  Southeast  Asians,  and 
the  beating  of  Long  Quang  Huang  by  Boston 
Police  Detective  Francis  G.  Kelly  Jr. 

Year  Of  The  Dragon  grossly  distorts  the 
realities  of  our  community,  our  people,  and 
our  history.  It  diffuses  the  real  and  urgent 
issues  we  face  today,  and  it  promotes  racial 
hatred.  Attending  this  film  will  only 
encourage  the  producers,  directors,  and 
distributors  of  such  hate  to  continue  their 
work.

that  he  would  help  build  a  better 
relationship  between  the  com¬ 
munity  and  the  police,  and 
offered  to  set  up  a  meeting 
between  the  representatives  and 
Area  A  Commander  Deputy 
Superintendent  Ronald  Conway. 
Nonetheless,  Peter  Kiang  told 
the  mayor,  “Mending  fences 
cannot  take  place  when  the 
perception  of  the  police  is  one  of 
fear.” 

During  the  first  day  of 
Huang’s  trial,  Kiang  said,  one  of 
Kelly’s  fellow  detectives  was 
overheard  to  have  referred  to 
Huang  as  “a  (expletive)  China¬ 
man’  ’  who  could  not  understand 
the  court  proceedings  without 
the  assistance  of  a  court  inter¬ 
preter. 

The  detective’s  attitude, 
Kiang  told  the  mayor,  made  it 
clear  that  the  community’s  pro¬ 
blems  with  the  Boston  Police 
Department  are  many,  and  are 
grave  indeed. 

Peep-show  license 
reviewed  tomorrow 

Boston  Licensing  Com¬ 
missioner  Diane  Modica  will 
hold  an  administrative  hear¬ 
ing  regarding  the  license  of 
Views,  Distributors  &  Sales 
Inc.,  a  peep-show  operation 
located  at  642  Washington 
St.,  Boston. 

The  hearing  will  be  held 
Thurs.,  Aug.  29  at  noon  in 
Room  801,  City  Hall,  to 
determine  whether  to  subject 
the  license  to  further  con¬ 
ditions,  suspend  the  license, 
suspend  the  license  with 
further  conditions,  or  to  re¬ 
voke  it. 

Modica  said  she  is  holding 
the  hearing  partly  based 
upon  four  police  reports:  A 
patron  was  assaulted  on  the 
premises  (Jan.  15);  an  em¬ 
ployee  was  arrested  for  at¬ 
tempting  to  distribute  co¬ 
caine  over  the  counter  (Jan. 
16) ;  an  employee  was  arrest¬ 
ed  for  solicitation  on  the 
premises  (Jan.  28);  and  an 
employee  was  arrested  on  the 
premises  for  distribution  of  a 
controlled  substance  (July 
16). 

The  reports,  in  addition  to 
other  information,  *  ‘raise  ser¬ 
ious  questions  as  to  whether 
‘Views’  is  able  to  preserve 
order  and  prevent  disruption 
on  the  premises,”  according 
to  Modica.  The  license  of 
‘Views’  had  previously  been 
revoked  for  a  period  of  eight 
days  last  year  for  solicitation 
on  the  premises. 

Members  of  the  public  may 
attend  and  speak  at  the 
hearing,  Modica  said. 


Tenants  file  complaint 
amidst  eviction  threats

Amidst  threats  of  eviction, 
tenants  at  three  adjoining  apart¬ 
ment  buildings  in  the  South  End 
have  together  filed  a  complaint 
against  their  landlord  for  violat¬ 
ing  the  State  Sanitary  Code  and 
the  Boston  Condominium  Con¬ 
version  Ordinance  and  Regula¬ 
tions. 

D.  Ippolito  and  Trustee,  the 
new  owner  of  301,  303  Shawmut 
Ave.  and  66  Waltham  St., 
started  verbal  eviction  notices  as 
early  as  May,  a  few  months  after 
acquiring  the  buildings  from  the 
former  owner.  One  tenant,  Tsui 
Fun  Leung,  said  Ippolito  would 
come  to  her  apartment  two  to 
three  times  a  day  to  ask  her  to 
move  out  because,  she  was  told, 
the  building  was  too  old  and  not 
suitable  for  living. 

Tenants  were  also  promised 
by  the  landlord  Section  VIII 
housing  (government  subsi¬ 
dized  housing)  and  monetary 
relocation  compensation  if  they 
moved  out  before  September, 
Leung  said. 

But,  according  to  Carol  Lee  of, 
the  Chinatown  Housing  and 
Land  Development  Task  Force, 
all  the  landlord  did  in  terms  of 
helping  to  relocate  the  tenants 
was  filling  out  application  forms 
he  picked  up  from  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority. 

Some  tenants  said  they  have 
tried  to  find  other  accommoda¬ 
tions  after  receiving  formal 
eviction  notices,  but  they  were 
not  able  to  find  anything  afford¬ 
able.  Presently,  occupants  of 
each  unit  pay  about  $200  in  rent 
for  a  three-bedroom  apartment 
which  also  include  utilities.  But 
apartments  are  scarce  and  rents 
can  range  from  $700  to  $900  for  a 
two-bedroom  unit  in  the  area, 
according  to  Leung. 

Despite  the  state  of  disrepair 
in  their  living  environment,  all 
12  families  still  residing  in  the 
buildings  do  not  want  to  move 
out. 

“I  don’t  want  to  move  out,” 
said  Nancy  Pong  Clements 
whose  family  has  lived  in  the 
building  for  17  years.  “I  like  the 
neighborhood  and  the  memories 
that  I  have  in  this  building.” 

Leung,  a  five-year  tenant, 
said  she  does  not  want  to  move 
far  away  from  Chinatown  be¬ 
cause  her  husband  works  in  a 
restaurant  close  by  and  they 
need  to  shop  and  utilize  the 
bilingual  services  here  in  the 


community. 

One  tenant,  Foke  How  Tham, 
who  moved  into  the  fifth  floor  of 
66  Shawmut  Ave.  just  over  a 
year  ago,  spent  about  $1,000  to 
paint  the  ceiling,  put  on  wall 
paper  and  carpets  to  make  the 
unit  more  comfortable  for  his 
family.  Today,  water  marks 
stain  the  ceilings  and  walls.  In 
the  winter,  he  said  he  has  to 
cover  himself  with  three  blan¬ 
kets  before  he  can  feel  warm 
enough  to  go  to  sleep  because 
the  heater  in  his  unit  does  not 
work. 

Other  tenants  face  similar 
problems  of  leaking  faucets  and 
toilets,  unweatherized  windows, 
mice  and  roaches,  peeling 
paints,  and  defective  heater  or 
oven. 

The  owner  is  supposed  to 
make  all  the  repairs  by  the  end  of 
August  but  so  far  nothing  has 


been  done  yet,  Carol  Lee  said. 

Harry  Yee,  an  attorney  with 
the  Greater  Boston  Legal  Ser¬ 
vice  Center,  representing  the 
tenants,  said  if  the  owner  does 
not  comply  with  the  order,  he 
will  be  held  in  contempt  of  court. 
The  housing  court  will  either 
impose  a  continuous  fine  on  the 
owner  or  put  him  in  jail  until  he 
starts  to  comply  with  the  court 
order  to  fix  up  the  buildings.

was  not  called  to  testify  in  court, 
had  in  fact  taken  upon  herself 
the  task  of  gathering  wit¬ 
nesses— witnesses  who  later 
testified  to  seeing  an  episode  of 
blatant  police  brutality. 

“Something  should  be  done 
about  this,”  Margot  O’Toole 
had  told  the  on-lookers.... 

Outside  the  courtroom,  while 
Huang  was  being  congratulated, 
his  lawyers  and  leading  sup¬ 
porters  heaped  praises  on  each 
other. 

“We’re  very,  very  pleased,” 
defense  attorney  Virginia  Lee 
said.  “It’s  hard  for  me  to  say 
enough  about  the  support  we’ve 
had.“ 

“The  community  support  was 
extremely  critical  to  the  case,” 
added  Robert  P.  Sherman,  ano¬ 
ther  defense  attorney.  “Thanks, 
from  the  bottom  of  my  heart.” 

David  Wong,  one  of  the 
co-chairs  of  the  Committee  to 
Support  Long  Quang  Huang, 
said,  “All  our  efforts  are  not 
wasted  now  that  justice  is 
upheld....  Members  of  the  Sup¬ 
port  Committee  worked  very 
hard.  We  are  also  very  grateful 
to  the  three  lawyers  who  volun¬ 
teered  their  expertise  in  helping 


Mr.  Huang  win  justice.  And  I 
have  to  thank  all  the  Chinese 
communities  and  organizations 
who  gave  us  spiritual  and 
monetary  support." 

“This  shows  that  community 
support  made  a  difference  in  the 
verdict,”  echoed  Suzanne  Lee, 


the  other  co-chair.  “The  Com¬ 
mittee  will  continue  to  see  this 
thing  through  and  monitor  the 
internal  hearing.” 

And  Huang,  of  course,  had 
the  final  word.  “We  are  thankful 
to  all  the  people  who  supported 
us,”  he  said.

Winifred  (Lee)  Tang,  36, 
who  was  active  in  several 
Chinatown  civic  organizations, 
died  Aug.  7  at  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  after 
a  long  illness. 

Raised  in  Chinatown,  Mrs. 
Tang  attended  the  Josiah 
Quincy  School,  and  later  be¬ 
came  a  founding  member  of 
the  Quincy  School  Community 
Council,  a  human  services 
organization  in  Chinatown.  She 
later  founded  the  Chinese 
Educational  Committee,  a  net¬ 
work  of  Chinese  teachers  and 
future  administrators  working 
in  the  Boston  school  system. 

A  graduate  of  Northeastern 
University  and  the  Boston 
College  School  of  Social  Work, 
Mrs.  Tang  was  a  former  staff 
member  and  executive  director 
of  the  Chinese  American  Civic 
Association  Inc.,  a  multiserv¬ 
ice  agency  that  provides  immi¬ 
gration  counseling  and  adult 
education,  and  publishes  The 
SAMPAN. 

She  was  also  a  past  executive 
director  of  the  Chinese  Conso¬ 
lidated  Benevolent  Association 
and  worked  as  a  loan  officer  of 
the  Bank  of  New  England. 

Considered  by  many  as  a 
major  contemporary  contribu 
tor  to  the  growth  and  develop 
ment  of  Chinatown,  and  as  a 
hardworking  individual  who 
conducted  herself  with  profes¬ 
sionalism  and  optimism,  Mrs.
